siege today after another serious 
outbreak yesterday. 
Gilbert Smith, acting warden of 
the prison, said quiet was entire­ 
ly restored early this morning, aft­ 
er the disturbance, which turned 
the penitentiary into a bedlam for 
nearly 12 hours during the after­ 
noon and evening, and caused the 
authorities to call in troops with 
machine guns to assist the guards. 
The warden denied reports that 
40 prison guards were being held 
by the prisoners as hostages. The 
report published by the Toronto 
Mirror and Empire, said the pris­ 
oners threatened to take the lives 
of the guards lf “unduly repres­ 
sive measures” were used against 
them. 
Considerable Shooting 
It also quoted Hugh Guthrie, min­ 
ister of justice, as saying he would 
be “happily surprised" if bloodshed 
did not occur before the uprising 
was quelled. 
Thera was considerable shooting 
during the afternoon and evening 
yesterday. 
It appeared to be into 
the air for the most part, however, 
although one inmate was wounded 
in the shoulder by a bullet. 
The gun Are ceased after 9 p. rn. 
and with it the inmates ended the 
howling and yelling which they had 
kept up and which people gathered 
into huge crowds along the line es­ 
tablished by the troops said sounded 
like a "football game.” 
Throughout the night the steel 
helmeted soldiers passed back and 
forth on the 
walls.

guard was doubled. Flood lights and 
a huge searchlight were used to spot 
any movement whi^i might be made 
by the prisoners to charge the walls 
and gain the outside.

Charles Corkran, English subjects, j 
were kidnapped forty-four days ago J 
by Chinese bandits, arrived in New- 
chwung Thursday under an escort 
of Munchukuo and Japanese sol­ 
diers. 
The bandits handed them over to 
the Japanese authorities a t Pun- 
Khan, about forty miles north of 
here. 
Her terrible hardships had 
left their m ark on Mrs. Pawley, who 
was taken straight to tile hospital 
operated here by her father, Doctor 
Phillips, a missionary. 
It was partly because of their 
fears she might die th a t the bandits 
released Ms. Pawley, she told friends 
who greeted her. 
She was fatigued 
and feverish from a severe cold and 
she expected to be forced to remain 
in the hospital two or three weeks. 
The release of the two prisoners 
was effected by C aptain K a ib ito , 
of the Japanese gendarm erie, as­ 
sisted by a Japanese patriotic asso- 


citlon called the Seigidan, The ra n ­ 
som was 130,000 yen (about $32,500), 
250 jxjunds of opium and a supply 
of w inter clothing. 
This was far 
short of th e extravagant dem ands in 
money, watches, guns and am m u­ 
nition originally made by the ki 
nappers. 
It was in the first week of Sep­ 
tem ber th a t Mrs. Pawley was horse­ 
back riding with Corkran and a n ­ 
other Englishm an named D uncan 
M cIntosh, They stopped near New­ 
chwang to change horses, and the 
bandits 
swarmed 
in. 
M cIntosh 
worked his hands and feet loose 
from his bonds and escaped. 
T he first thing Mrs. Pawley w an t­ 
ed was a lipstick and some powder. 
Her next note said “We’re filthy. 
I 
don’t w ant anything in the world 
but a bath.” Corkran’s notes ' told 
how brave Mrs, Pawley was under 
hardship, but he had his own tro u ­ 
bles tcxj.
